The Mail Who killed Tom Carroll Is 
Freed Carroll and Finley Held. 


On hearing of the killing at Sulphur 
Friday evening Deputy Brents went to 
the scene and returned with Deputy 
•Bailey who fired the fatal shot, and Joe 
Carroll and la. V. Finley, who were 
with Tom Carroll when he fell. They 
were brought before Judge Winn Sat­ 
urday and Bailey was acquitted. Both 
Carroll and Finley were held in de­ 
fault of bail for $2000 each. The evi­ 
dence showed that Bailey shot and 
Skilled Tom Carroll while the latter 
was resisting arrest. 
Also that Joe 
(Carroll, a brother of the dead man. 
and L. V. Finley were also resisting 
arrest at the same time, and that each 
was armed when Deputy Bailey en­ 
tered the door. 
It seems that Bailey 
had atempted to arrest Carroll at an-

oped a policy which is being carried 
out systematically not only for the 
comfort of the 5,000 known lepers in 
the islands, but for the protection of 
others against the disease.

authorities 
were 
amazed when they came to look into 
the situation to find so many afflicted 
with t!iis dread disease, but, begin­ 
ning with the army surgeons who 
Lf St 
took up the work of segregation, the 
task of caring for the patients and 
protecting the rest of the community' 
from the disease has gone on assid­ 
uously until the experts now hold out 
the gratifying promise that leprosy 
may be finally eradicated from the 
Philippine islands. 
Those who have looked into the his­ 
tory of the treatm ent of leprosy find 
that while attention has been given 
for many years to lepers, the work 
has been mainly of a charitable na­ 
ture and was not carried on system at­ 


i c meat thus obtained, because ('at­ 
tle do not contract leprosy and could 
be slaughtered 
by noil-leprous per­ 
sons. with tin* additional protection 
that the meat is necessarily cooked 
before being eaten. 
I he colony at Pillion is in charge 
of a medical officer who is assisted by 
a priest of the Jesuit order.

The estimate for taking care ultimate­ 
ly of tile 4,000 or 5,000 lepers on the 
island gave the cost of subsistence, 
m aterial for houses, clothing, trans­ 
portation, etc., to maintain them all 
as about 25 cents a day for each per­ 
son 
It is possible that the estimated 
HU rn bor of lepers is somewhat exag­ 
gerated, because when 
the 
doctors 
came to examine those who had been 
suspected of leprosy they found that 
many of them were not so afflicted. 
If tl»e same proportion is maintained 
throughout the examination, of course, 
the estimated total will be materially 
reduced. 
There are many problems connected 
with the caring for the lepers in tile 
Philippines. 
One of these is their 
employment. 
While only a small pro- 
portion^of the patients are 
capable. 
from tho nature of their disease, of 
performing manual 
labor, many of 
them might engage in the lighter oc­ 
cupations in the manufacture of ar­ 
ticles which could he sold; hut there 
js prejudice, natural enough under the 
circumstances, against purchasing or 
possessing articles handled by lepers, 
and this prejudice is not removed by 
tile fact that the experts pronounce 
th e 
danger 
of 
contamination 
re­ 
moved by the process of sterilization.
